“PROFESSOR” GIVES WAY Te 


“MISTER” 


Another landmark of the ages is 
aimed for the scrap heap. The icono- 
clasts have scored another triumph. 
The once dignified and cherished ti- 
tle of “professor” is dcomed to join 
those other appeltives by a bygone 
age, czar and kaiser, and to be 
known no more except in the mem- 
ory of antiquarian souls that love to 
linger in the past. 

The University of Virginia has 6ol- 
emnly decreed that hereafter no 
member of its faculty, regardless of 
his scholastic attainments, shall be 
addressed or referred to as “pro- 
fessor.’ He is to be known only by 
the good old American title of “Mis- 
ter.” But this is not all. The uni- 
versity has also decided to make a 
fight against the other more modern 
handle of “doctor,” and no man in 
the institution is to enjoy the title 
of “doctor” unless he possesses a 
medical diploma, 

As every one knows, both the des- 


jignations have been done to death. 


In the West, at least, it is an un. 
usual clergyman who is not dubbed 
“doctor,” whether he possesses a 
theological degree or not, while most 
lecturers and all quacks and fakers 
take the title as of course. It would 
not surprise if the initiative taken | 










not been receiving a proper propor- 
tion of the consumer’s dollar. 

Now let us see why this specula- 
tive system is not operating as usual, 

Prices due to war conditions at- 
tained an abnormally high level on 
most commodities and during the past 
few months have rapidly declined, It 
is a well known fact that buying is 
active and the demand good when 
prices are advancing, as each pur- 
chaser makes a profit on his turn- 
over and buys with confidence; on 
the other hand, when prices are de- 
clining, buying is cautious, the de- 
mand light, and sellers compete with 
each other tO demoralize and de- 

marteus, Ft will therefore pe 
readily understood why, during the 
past few months, there has develop- 
ed a buyers’ panic, particularly 
among the wholesalers and jobbers 
of the United States. This has been 
particularly true of the wholesale 
grocers, who are perhaps the most 
important link in the distribution 
chain of agricultural products. One 
can readily understand this panic in 
the light of their recent experiences. 
They purchased heavily of sugar on 
guaranteed contracts and sugar de- 
clined from twenty-four cents to the 
present price of twelve cents, which 
represents an actual loss to them of 
at least one hundred and _ twenty- 
five million dollars. In addition to 
this, coffee, canned goods, cereals and 
almost everything on their list de- 
clined rapidly from seasonal open- 
ing prices, entailing such severe 
losses that in many cases the jobber 
found his credit impaired in the gen- 
eral tightening of credit which has 
taken place and which usually goes 
with a period where there is lack of 
confidence in the stability of condi- 
tions. 

It will, therefore, be seen that this 
buyers’ panic has been reflected 
back from the wholesaler and jobber 
to the broker purchaser who, either 
through lack of confidence in the 
market, or through lack of credit, or 
both, is not buying the product of 
the farmers, until it is dammed back 
and, in many cases, not going into 
consumption as it should. In other 
words, the farmer almost over night 
has found that the vehicle that has 
usually taken his product at har- 
vest time and carried it through the 
year and distributed it until it was 
consumed, has failed him, and the 
product is left on his hands without 
adequate means of distribution, mar- 
keting or financing the expense of 
harvesting, storing and carrying the 
crop until the market will absorb it 

It is easy ,then, to understand the 
state of mind of the producer, In 
many cases he is frantically trying to 
sell for anything he can get, often 
below cost of production, which only 
still further adds to the lack of eon- 
fidence and stagnation of markets.—
